BYU  Tennis,  Golf  Squads 
Await  Weekend  Action

A clean  sweep  of  all  spring 
sport  championships  could  be  the 
reward  for  a long  spring  cam- 
paign this  weekend  and  the 
golf . and  tennis  teams  will  be 
doing  their  parts  in  Salt  Lake 
City  Friday  against  the  Utah  Red- 
skins. 

The  Ute-Cougar  tennis  tiff 
will  be  all-important  match  as 
the  Indians  are  “holding  the 
bag”  with  a league-leading  5-0 
mark.  The  Cougars  possess  a 
4-1. 

Expected  the  finish  down  the 
ladder  last  March,  the  “Buck” 
Dixon  coached  court  crew  slam- 
med their  way  to  four  straight 
nods  after  an  opening  1-6  Red- 
skin loss. 

The  Utes  have  their  strongest 
team  in  years,  completely  dom- 
inating Western  Division  play 
this  season.  Of  35  matches  they 
have  won  34;  68  of  74  sets,  and 
437  games  to  their  opponents’ 
164. 

Redskin  ace,  Wayne  Pearce, 
has  yet  to  drop  a set  in  doubles 
or  singles  competition.  In  his 
four  year  of  prep  action,  plus 
his  one  year  of  collegiate  ten- 
nis he  has  never  tasted  de- 
feat. He  is  considered  Utah’s 
top  tennis  performer. 

Coach  Theron  Parmelee’s 
number  two  netter,  Jim  Nelson, 
is  also  undefeated  this  year.  Nel- 
son and  Pearce  .could  form  an 
unbeatable  doubles  combination 
if  Parmelee  decided  to  use  them 
in  that  light. 

Despite  the  apparent  Utah 
domination,  the  Cougars  of  last 
year  dropped  their  oppening  rac- 
quet contest  to  the  Utes,  7-0, 
then  rebounded  in  the  second 
battle  to  win,  4-3. 

Coach  Dixon  will  counterat- 
tack with  Cougar  aces  Stan  Col- 
lins and  frosh  Hal  Turley.  Col- 
lins only  loss  of  the  season  was 
to  the  Indians’  Pearce. 

With  a second  straight  div- 


ision championship  in  the  mak- 
ing, the  Cougar  golf  team  should 
topple  the  Redskin  forces  with 
little  effort.  A Utah  State  tie 
being  the  only  blemish  on  the 
Cats’  division  standin,  they 
downed  Utah  in  opening  action 
16%.  to  1%. 

Top  BYU  golfer,  Dean  James, 
will  team  with  Phil  Cannon  to 
form  the  Cougars’  1,  2 punch. 
Both  have  card  leading  scores 
in  every  season  match. 

Should  the  Cougars  top  Utah, 
a Western  Division  playoff  may 
result  if  Utah  State  wins  their 
Saturday  tilt.  The  Western  Div- 
ision champs,  Wyoming,  finished 
ninth  at  the  Colorado  College  In- 
vitational whereas  the  Cougars 
walked  away  with  third. 

A tennis  win  over  the  Utes 
would  result  in  a playoff  to  meet 
the  New  Mexico  Lobos,  who  are 
dominating  the  eastern  spring 
sport  scene.  The  conference 
championship  trials  resume  May 
23  and  24  in  Albuquerque,  New 
Mexico.
